Amendment received on 11/27/2007 is acknowledged and entered. Claims 2-27 
have been canceled. Claim 1 has been amended. New claim 28 has been added. 
Claims 1 and 28 are currently pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The current case was decided by the BPAI on October 31 , 2007, as following: 
Examiner's rejection of claims 1 through 12, 15 through 16, 19 through 21 and 23 
through 25 are affirmed. 

Examiner's rejection of claims 17, 18 and 22 are reversed. 
A new rejection of claim 22 is entered. 

In accordance with 37 CFR § 41 .50(b), the Appellant cancelled claims 2-27, and 
introduced the limitations of cancelled claims 17 and 18 to claim 1 and newly introduced 
claim 28, written into independent form, correspondingly. Accordingly, claims 1 and 28 
are allowed in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .570.
